President of the Teamsters Union, in order to assux’e £ deadlock 
or mistrial. Baellcy said hs received this money from Hoffa 
and took this action on Koffa^s instructions. »

Smollcy claimed further that in September, 19<>3, 
and the some unidentified associate met "fth ^offa and 
Lee Harvey Oswald in Washington, D. C., at which time Hoff* 
kevc "contracts" to Onwald to Sslll President Kennedy and the 
Attorney General. Smellry would furnish no further specifics 
at that time but clnimed to have tape recordings of hie 
conversations with iloffa. Cmelley declined to make these 
recordings available until he cleai'ed with bis associate and

Sselley 
refussd to furnish any evidence to back up that statement but 
said h® B’ouJd confer with bis associates and, if they 'sere 
willing, he would furnish tb® evidence he baa in bis possession 
by tbe first pm t of next week.

of a subpoena duces tecum by a Federal grand Jury at Kashville, 
Tennessee, culling for tbe forthwith appearance of Smelley 
before that body on March C, 1984.
